■\Vlllemstad, Island of Curacao. .luly 
'J7. — Tlie IJutch cruiser (jcldcrlantl 
arrived off ^^■il^'^l.stafl at six o'l-loclc 
tills niorniUE. She was urdi-retl to :i 
fluarantiiie station. TIu' Cu-iderlarxl 
has on board De Russ, tlic minister 
resident of the Netherlands, wlui was 
di.sinissed fi-om Venexuela by I^resl- 
dent Castro. M, De l^uss boarded tile 
wnrshi]) at Porto I'abello. 

The Gelderland took M. De Rus.s 
on board at La Guair.a, which i.s about 
-'3 miles by rail from Caracas. Tlie 
minister has received .-i cableptram or- 
tlerlng: him to proceed Immediately for 
Holland. 

Cruiser Ordttred Back. 

The serious nature of the situation 
which has arisen between the Euro- 
pean and Venezuelan governments 
A'.as emphasized by the Issuance of 
orders to the cruiser Gelderland to 
proceed to Venezuela to protect Dutch 
interests there. The cruiser arrived 
with M. De Rubs, the Netherlands 
minister, resident at Caracas, on 
board. It was only a few hours af- 
ter the cruiser's arrival that the ordcr.s 
for an Immediate return to Venezuela 
were received. 

Tiie departure of the Vi'nczuelan 
con-sul has resulted In a cessation of 
the I'iots whicii grew out of the anti- 
Veney.uelan sentiment here on Satur- 
day and .Sunday. 

In Charge of Dutch Interests. 

Caraca.s, July 27. — Via Port of 
Spain, July 27. — The German ininistcT 
has taiten charge of the Dutch Inter- 
ests in view ot; tlie di.smlHsai by Pre.si- 
cient Ca.-itro of M. DoRuss, tne Nollier- 
land minister, from. Venezuela. !M. 
DeUus.s claims that his orfensive pub- 
lication had the approval of the Neth- 
erlands government. 

Washington Concerned' 

Washington, July 27. — Considerable 
curiosity exists in Washington as to 
whether the Dutch government In do- 
Bpatchlng the cruiser Gelderland to 
Venezuida contemplates any further 
step th.an merely "tlu' protection of 
rSutch Interests in that country." At 
any rate, Holland has not coninnini- 
cated her intentions to the United 
States government, and nothlnfj in- 
dicative; of her course is Itnown offi- 
cially in \Vasliinfrton. 

It Is pointed out liere that if Hol- 
land <'onlemplate.i severe measultes 
ai^-ainst Vcne-zuela ther,' are si^verai 
LOuropean cour. tries, as wi ll as Anierl- 
ca, who.se wishes should first be con- 
.sulted. 

Jn official circles attention Is called 
to the misapprehension whicli api)ears 
to prevail in n-fjard to tie- Monroe 
doctrine in the discussion of the rela- 
tion of European gov ernni cuts to'- 
wards the countries south of the 
United States. A.s stated by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt in his timt message to 
congress, that doctrine Is a declara- 
tion that there must bo no territorial 
afJBrnndl/.ement by a non-American 
power at tlie i;xpi'ii.-e of any .Ameri- 
can power on Anierii-.-in soil. It 1..: no- 
where intendr'd ;is hostll,' to anv na- 
tion In the old wnrld, said the i'resl- 
dcnt.

Reval, July 27.— The harbor of Reval 
was bathed in suiisliine for the meet- 
ing lietween Emperor Nicholas of Rus- 
sia and President Kallleros of Franco, 
which occurred this afternoon. 

Tlu^ ceremony was siinilar to that of 
the former Interview between King Ed- 
ward and the l':mr)er()r, held some time 
ago. President l-'allieros arive-d at 3 
o'clock In the afternoon on the French 
battleship Vorlte, which was escorted 
by the firmored cruiser T3u Petit Thou-, 
ars and the. gunboat Qasstnl, and,- found 
awaiting hlpiytho principal part pf Rus- 
sla'd fleet,., iiipludtng the battleships 
Slava and T^tfevifph, tl^vvp ug' in two 
lines. fi^k,y''^si':'-'f- y\fZ''' '■■ 

The French squa^foil, Wy niaklnK a 
sweeping manoeuvre' around the end of 
the Russian lino, took Up. an assigned 
position between the linos, the A'erlte 
dropping anchor midway between the 
Emperor's yacht Standart. and the- 
Dowager Empress's yacht. Polar Star, 
which by ,a special mark ot favor was 
assigned to Admiral Touchard, the 
i-'n-nch Ambassador to Kussla, to be 
used as Tils residence during the Inter- 
view. 

-As the French ships swung Into 
pl;ice a series of salutes wore fired, 
wlilcli cov(-ri-d tie- li.-iy ivlth a pall of 
smoke, .-ind the (-n-ws of lioth nations 
exchanged lii-;irl\- and pi'niioigLil cheers. 
The .strains of the .Marsullaise, so long 
excluded from Russia on account of its 
revolutionary connections, were lu-ard 
on the quarter-deck of the Im])eriai 
yacht Standart, and on the Russian 
warships. 

The Emperor immediately sent Ad- 
miral DIckoff, minister of marine, to 
bid President Fallieres w.'lcoine to 
Russia, and after a short interval, ac- 
companied by his suite, the ]'"ri-ncli 
President proceeded to tlu; Standart. 
The Emperor later returned the Pre- 
sident's visit on board the A'l-rile, and 
spent an hour Inspecting the modern 
French warsliip. 

.-A diniii-r was served tmilght on the 
Imperl;il yaelit Standart.

The recent weather has been every- 
thing required to bring along the grain 
rapidly, and a satisfactory feature of 
recent reports is that the wheat ear is 
tmusu.T.lly long and full tills season. 

Some b.ad thunder storms, one or two 
accomp.anied by hall, took place on 
Saturd.iy, costing at least three lives 
and some loss to stock. But so far 
as known, the damage to standing 
grain was Inconsiderable, and the total 
loss by hail from this cause to date Is 
probal)ly not fifteen per cent of the 
loss to the same period a year ago. ■ 

Representative farmers are now In 
the olty arranging for the number of 
harvesters for their pairtlcular district. 

Reports of the Ogllvie Flour Mills 
company, received from their agents 
and traveling inspectors, show that the 
crops have made steady gain and Im- 
provement during the past two weeks, 
good rains assisted in the lUUng pro- 
cess. Samples received show that 
splendid jirogress Is being made, and 
another two weeks of such weather 
win see a large jiroportion of the crop 
ready for the binders. 

.Senator Jansen, of Minnesota, who 
has been touring the west, brings back 
glo\vin.g accounts of thu- general ex- 
cellence of llie vvheat crops. He says: 
"I shall not attempL to give a detallea 
report of the various sections, but the 
net result of my ob.servations Is tjiat 
western Canad.a stands upon the eve of 
harvesting the biggest and best crop In 
her history.

I drove long dis- 
tances, and traveled by auto part of the 
time on my Journey of over 2,000 
miles."

Independence Delegates Gatlier 
in Chicago to Choose 
Their Ticket 

Chicago, .Tuly 27. — Amidst loud and 
enthusiastic cheering, and with its 
members showing every sign of loyalty 
to their standard of political faith, the 
llrst national convention of the Inde- 
pejidence Party was opened at eight 
o'clock tonight In Orchestra Hall. The 
niaiu lloor of the hall, In which ha\-e 
been held some of the largest gather- 
ings iu this city, was lilled by tin- 
delegates. 'J'liere were no alternates. 
The galleries were crowded wlUi a 
throng which Qiitored heartily into the 
spirit of the procei-dings, and through- 
out the session applauded vigorously 
whatever met their approval. 

Tlie delegates were slow in arriving 
Inside tlie hull, and when the hour ar- 
rived for which the convention was to 
be called to order, not more than a 
sprinkling of them were in their seats. 
The weather, which was hot and un- 
comfortable, doubtless accounted for 
this. Nevertheless, at S o'clock, they 
commenced dropping into the hail. 
New York leading the column. 

The delegates from the lOinplre state 
carried a white banner, bearing the 
words "Independence Party" l)elwe(-n 
theni, and an evenly balanced scale, 
signifying exact Justice to all. Otlu-r 
delegations car.'-ied the n.-itionai colors, 
and tli(.>y waved them liaek and forth 
In grreting as tliey found tlu-lr allot- 
ted places in the hall. The delegations 
cheered every oilier delegation, tlien 
themselves, until the h;ill rang again 
and again. The demonstration lasted 
about ten minutes, ami continued for 
some time after the delegates were in 
their seats. 

Tlie entrance Of Geo. McCaskreln, 
whom the Illinois delegation are sup- 
porting for the •gubernatorial nomina- 
tion, was a signal for cheers "for the 
next Governor of Illinois." 

This outburst had scarcely subsided 
when the arrival of W. R. Hearst 
started a delirious demonstration. The 
editor, wearing a frock coat, bowed 
right and left as he walked u|) the 
centre aisle and ascended the plat- 
form. 'I'he liall was in an uproar as 
Mr. Hearst mounted the steps leading 
to the platform. He took no notice of 
the detnonstratlon, Init descended Into 
the body of tho hall, taking his seat 
with the New York delegation, who 
gave repeated choor.'j In honor of tholr 
ieailer. 

When quiet had been restored Mr. 
Hoarst began his address as chair- 
man ot tho convention. Mr. Hearst 
dellvornd his ppeech ..with intense ear- 
nestness, driving homo his points In a 
manner that carried tho convention 
with him from tho start to the close 
of hlH addroBB, -

Quebec. July 27. — Tomorrow will 
witness tlu- linal ceremonies in con- 
nection with the visit ot the Prince of 
W ales to Canada. I lls Royal Ulghnejss 
will go on board tiiu Exmouth in the 
evening, where he will be present at 
a State dinner. From tho Exmouth 
he win cross to the Indomitable before 
midnight, and at four o'clock in the 
morning the "iMyslory Ship," escorted 
by tho British warships, will up an- 
chor and start down the river.

Since com- 
ing Into port, tile Indomitable haa 
taken on board the cargoes of two 
colliers, about 3,000 tons, and it is the 
wonder of the tleet where she has 
stowed It all.

A magnlllcont display in the even- 
ing by the combined vessels of the 
British ileet was the big feature to- 
day. Quebec has aeen some -splendid 
(.'fforts of this- kind before, but this 
eclipsed anything of tho kind ever 
witnessed here. I^or an hour and ti 
half the warships held the thousands 
and thousands of people gathered on 
the shore, terrace, ilelds and water- 
front on both sides of the river en- 
thralled In the ever-changing .scene, 
marked by beauty and originality. 

Tho British tars scored a victory 
over their friends of the French and 
U.S. navies in the International race 
for boats reiirosi-nting the throe fleets 
in tho regatta held on tho harbor this 
afternoon. This w.as the big race on 
a programino of acjuatlc sports which 
drew tliousands to the terrace and 
battery, and aroused the greatest In- 
terest and rivalry among the sailors 
of the warships now in port. 

Tliree crews started, one represent- 
ing e.-icli of the tliree nations. ( For 
li.alf a mile from tho starting point 
there was ;i pretty even struggle be- 
tween Britishers and Yankees, with 
the Frenchmen dropping behind. Then 
the Britishers, rowing on tho Ifevis 
side, begtin to draw axyay, and steadily 
increasing their lead, coni'pleted the' 
three mile course, which finished at 
the Arrogant, a minute .ahead of the 
U.S. boat, with the Frenchman a close 
third, twenty seconds behind the sec- 
ond boat. 

Every vessel In the fleet was lined 
with sailors and inarines when the 
boats in tlie race made their Way 
tlirough to the linishlng point, nnd 
cheer after cheer went up from the, 
British spectators when their crew, 
rowing steadily, 33 to the minute, went 
by in an easy manner and won.

Anxious for Agreement. 
Reeve Oliver in addressing the 
council stated tliat the iirusence of the 
representatives o( Oak Uay munici- 
pality was due to the desire of the 
residents of that section that the city 
should carry out the agreement which 
It was decided at a Joint meeting held 
some time ago, should be done along 
tlic lines of the resolution passed by 
the city some months ago. At that 
joint nieeting It had apparently been 
mutually ugreeable lhat such an 
agreement silould be entered Into be- 
tween the two municipalities and the 
(jal( iiay council liad been requested 
to submit in writing what it felt the 
cily should agree to. This had been 
done and the solicitors of the two 
municipalities liad agreed upon the 
lieads or (he agreement, but IhouKh 
all this had been done nearly a month 
iiao apparently nothing further had 
been accomplished. The city had put 
nil record its opinion that it is morally 
bound to alve Uak Bay residents a 
aupply of u. cer equally with its own 
cHizi iiH and Oak liay wished for no- 
thing i-lse but that tno city should so 
( .\preHs Its intention In a formal 
agreement. 

The residents of Cult Bay did not 
expect that the city should give it 
anything that it did not have, but tli. y 
felt that they should receive some as- 
surance that the city, when it has se- 
cured an adequate supply would ulao 
see that Oak Bay is treated fairly. 

"Now, gentle :n(5ii, won't you do 
that'.'" asked Mr. Qljlver. "Wu have 
asUed you to supply us with a fair 

^harc! of water, just as much as you 
can." 

More Than Verbal Promise.

Aid. Hall declared it looked very 
much to him as If there was an ele- 
ment In the city which was desirous 
of stampeding the cily council, but 
that body did not propose to be so 
stampi-ded. If the council's word, as 
expressed In its resolution, was not 
binding he doubted It an agreement 
would give the Oak Bay residents any 
further satlsfaetury a.ssuranco. 

Reeve OllvBr dechired that such an 
agreement would be binding. As 11 
is at present, there are many persons 
who would build In Oak Bay, could 
they be assured lhat they would get a 
surticlent supply of water. If not now, 
at least when the city is in a better 
position to supply it. 

Acting Mayor Cameron asked Reeve 
Oliver, If he had put down In writing 
Just what the Oalt Bay council wanted, 
whereupon the latter read ills reports 
made to his council of the joint meet- 
ings hold with the city council and 
referred to the letter written the city 
sutting forth, as lh« city council had 
requested ivlni to do, the wants of eiak 
Bay, and to Aid, Fullcrton, who de- 
clared that he did not remember of 
the city council binding Itself to any 
particular course other thiin to supply 
water when the city Is in a iiosliion to 
do so and not before. Uceve Oliver 
read the resolution unanimously pass- 
ed some months ago by tlie cily coun- 
cil in which it bouiul ittself to enter 
into an agreement. Uut Aid. Fuller- 
ton mointaincd that the city had done 
nothing more than to agree to supply 
water when It should be In u posi- 
tion to do so, which, he declared, il 
is not at preS'ent. In fact he clalincit 
that there are 'some' residents of tlu! 
city who cannot get an adequate 
supply. 

Hadn't Seen Agreement. 

Ueevc Oliver showed an jiKrecmcnl 
which lie stated IniU been passeti uijon 
by the solicitors lor both municipali- 
ties whereupon Al,4crman Fullerion 
declared with some'hea't that he had 
not seen it and lie wondered liow it 
w;is tliat lliij Otili Biiy council had seen 
it when till! elty_ council who liad 
tisked thai It be jirepared had not yet 
had an opportunity' of perusing' it. It 
wa.^, he ileclarini. Just like ;i lot of otlu-r 
documents which luid in oonie niys- 
terious manner been given out before 
the council had se<Mi tlieiii. 

Reeve Oliver cxiilained that the 
agreement had been .-iibniitted to the 
solittltor of Oak Hay .uul had come be- 
fore the council of lhat body In ap- 
parently regular form. He certainly 
had Ijcen under the impression that 
the agreement had also been before 
the city council. 

Alderman Hall, reading from the 
communication from the Oak Bay 
council relative to that body getting 
equal rights with the city In the 
Wilier record on Sooke Lake, remarked 
that if the statement in the letter 
were correct, Oak Haj' litis already se- 
cured its rights and did not r<'iiuire 
any further assurance frnm the city, 
but UeeVc- (.HUer pllllled ,i||t that 
there was no system nf tl isl ribution 
from Sooke L.ilie aiul not likely lo be 
for a long time and In the meantinu' 
Oak Bay rc(iuired a supiily of water. 
Too Extended Powers. 

Alderman lleiHlci'.,iiii in .elating thai 
tile city IS doing everything possible 
to get a good w.iler sup|)ly and was 
fully convincetl of its moral obliga- 
lioii lo tri.'al Oak Bay in a fair and 
proper spirit, asked if it would not 
mean that the cil.\- by I'litering into 
ail agreement, would give the citizens 
of Oak Bay the siune legal rights as 
those of tile city, and if sucii were the 
case, the time might come when the 
residents of Oak Bay would demand 
lo have a say as lo what the city 
should do In the mailer of a water 
supply and might demand lhat the 
clly go to Cold.'ilream, while they 
might ha\ e some legal rights under j 
the agreement witlioiit Incurring any 
liabilil.y- under Ihc \arlouK loans. Hoi 
felt that the rcddeiits of Victoria]

.\ctliig .Mayor I'aiiiiu'oii pninled out! 
that while a ;-pec:ijic agreinuiil w.is 
being lU'ejiari'il none of the cil,\- couii- ( 
cll liiid .sei'ii it ami was not in :i p isl- 
tliii) to say what It was and no direct 
olilnloii had been received from the 
city barrister. Me expressed the hope 
that In time the two councils could 
come to some arraiigomenl but tho 
city council wished to have lime to 
consider the matter In all its bear- 
ings.

Hall 
had amended the section in such a 
manner that provision would be made 
for dogs duly tagged should be allowed 
to run at large between the hours of 
li and 8 o'clock in the forenoons and 
7 ;ind 10 o'clock In the evenings, pro- 
vided they be not found In any of IIk; 
public parks or driving or chasing 
horses, cattle or other animals or birds 
or continuously barking at or annoy- 
ing any person.

and suggested llial the bylaw, re- 
inintcd in proper form, should be 
brought down at llie next meitiiiij.

$2 and thtit for bitches at com- 
pared with the present fee of S.1. 
Waive Required Notice. 

A. T. Goward, local manager of the 
B. C, Electric company, wrote asking 
that the city waive the 30 days' no- 
lice required before the work on the 
lino to the cemetery could be pro- 
ceeded with.

Prosecutions Brought by Find- 
lay, Durham and Brodie 
• Break Down in Court 



The attempt of I'indUiy, Diirhiun and 
Brodie 111 lircak up the alleged gting, 
who, iliey believe, are systemtitlcitlly 
robbing' t'lielr scows of salinoii failed 
utterh- yesterday, iioth of the uectised 
belng'acciuilted. Ricliaril .Matlu^r, Olio 
of the defendants, admitted titking a 
salmon on the night in iiuestlon. Ho 
said be hud mttdc a bet of S2,50 soinu 
time before with II. F. Rucker, the 
oompany's superintendent, about the 
weljjht of a llsh, which he won. That 
night Rucker had como down to the 
wharf where he was sorting the llsh 
and asked Patterson, who was working 
with the witness, to como and iia\ e a 
drink. As tln'S' were g.diig ?.latlier 
called out to Rucker to si iid bini duu n 
tliree bottles of beer and let him lia\ e 
a llsh and he wnuld call the liet square. 
Ruclver called out "all right" and the 
three bottles of beer arrived in due 
course, jiisl afler he was tirresteii. 

.Mr. Ruclver did not liear the request 
fur a lish, but admitted the rest of Hie 
story. Cliarles Kltcl, another eni- 
[iloyee of Weiss' lish curing estal)lish- 
uieut, corroborated Mather. For the 
prosecution George Morpby w.iiiteil to 
know how It happened that the wit- 
ness -should have been then- liliing his 
pipe so opportunely, but lu- did not suc- 
ceed In shaking his testimony. 

In dismissing the case the magis- 
trate said there was nn doubt that the 
lirm had been losing lish. Imt perliaps 
the men were taking a.lvaiitago of tiie 
linn's generosity in giving lisli In I he 
men when tluy asked for it. In tins 
case tile prepoiiileiMue.' of i-\ii|er.ce 
showed thai .Mather tool; a iisli in set- 
tlement of ,u bet, so he could nut lie 
said to be taking it without a color of 
right so as to liriiig biin within tlie 
meaning of Ibe criminal code. It was 
coiiceivr.lile that .Mr. Ruckcr had imt 
heard all that was said. 

'J'hu case against .Mberl Roberts was 
stronger, though not su|iicieiitl.\ so to 
eunvlcl, ideorge .Murphy again prosi;- 
•cuted, whllo J. A. Alkman defuDded in 
both Instances. Carl Schumann was 
■ In the pilot house of the tug Mysti ry 
alongside the scow witli detectncs 
Clayords, watching for tli« tlsli iiiu vus. 
They saw the iiccused on the wliarf 
about two feet from the scow with a 
salmon which he curried arouiul the 
corner of the slied, lie remarked to 
the detective; "Let him alone, and he 
will como back after another one, " 

He soon came back, whereupon they 
arrested him, the prisoner protesting 
thiit lie had not been near the scow. 
It seems that there Is a .stnuig elec- 
tric light over the scow at night, ;ind 
the alleged thelt occiireif betwee-n 
ll;,'iO ami nildiiight last rPuesday. 
This light made it hard fur them to 
sec, and neither witness was able to 
say that he saw the accused take the 
saiinon off the scow. 

:Mr. Aikmau iuo\-ed for ft disiulss,-il 
on the ground that nu theft had been 
proved. The salmon had not been 
IdentllU'd ami the lish might have been 
taken froni the warehouse in whtch 
case it would be the iiroperly of . the 
man's employers. Couns(il,,ai|kcor Wr 
an opportunity to Submit autTjofltldS., 
so the case was adjourned' uhtll 3 
oclock, the Mather case being pro- 
ceeded with In the meantime. 

In the afternoon counsel for the de- 
fense renewed his application, which 
yas refused. He then called .Mather, 
the defendant in the other ease, who 
said that he bud been on the scmv 
working all the time, and bad not seen 
Rofierts tal;e a lish. In cross exaniiii- 
ation he admitted that a man might 
lalie a lisli from the scow willioul ills 
noticing it. lietween 1 1 ; :io and 12 on 
that night the scow would be marly 
level with Hie wharf. 

Williuni Haird, another employee of 
■Wi.dss \- Co., said that there were of - 
ten lish Ivlng all over the wharf and 
also made the frank Statement, that he 
was not working In the lnlere.«ts of his 
employer but for himself. There wen; 
a number of men from the works In 
court who took an Immense interest lu 
the case, nnd It was iiolieeable that in 
the case of the witness. Hair.l, one of 
the former witnesses was trying to 
Iironipt him frem tbe crowd. 

Roiierts, who um\e eviiieiiee in his 
own li.dialf, s.-iid he vvas iiiekling liar- 
rels at the time, and iK-.d not lieeii 
within lifteeii f.et of the scow since 
they began to nnloail it. lb- liad not 
had a. llsh tlu.t niglit, and tin- delec- 
live must buve been mistaken when he 
said lie saw liim. 

Maglslrate Ja.\'; "I may have strong 
sus|ileions that the accused is guilly, 
liul more than that is necessary before 
I can coiu ict, Detectis-e Clayjirds ami 
the captain said they saw the man 
wdthin two feet of the ,soow, but He re 
Is nothing to show whether Hie lisli 
tliat the accused is said to have had 
same from the .scow or was the pro- 
perty of his employers. Also it is 
po-^silde llnat there Is a mistake as to 
j,l,,,tit\ 1 do not consider the evl- 
ih.uee sulliciently strong to warrant a 
conviction," , , , , 

On hearing the niagistrate s decision 
the crowd dispersed chuckling.

STREETS CONMITTEE 
RECOMMENDS WORKS 



Fort Street Pavement to be Re- 
placed — Lease on tlk 
Lake Lands

.The report of the streets, bridsoa 
and sewers committee submitted at 
last night's meeting of the city council, 
contained a number of Important rec- 
ummendaCiuns and outllhed several 
street works which will be undertaken 
as soon as possible. The pavement on 
,l'"ort street which has been down tor 
a lojiger period than ten years will bo 
replaced, while the defects in other 
blocli iiavements will be attended to 
in order that those streets may be 
made ;ls satisfactory ;is possible. 

To further ensure that the city shall 
continue to have control over the laiuls 
bordering on Elk Lake, so as to jire- 
.serve the water fhere from contamina- 
tion the lease between Josliia Bull, 
owner of a iiurtion of the lands along 
the sliores of the lake, will be renewed 
for a further term of live years on the 
existing terms. The committee also 
recommend that tho request of Mr. 
Lineham for permission to run a spur 
of the electric railway on to his pro- 
perly at the corner of Vancouver and 
Cook street be refused. This sjiur 
would connect with the B.C. Eb clric 
Companya line on Fort sli-eel in order 
that, as tho intention was, gravel 
could bo brought from the pits at 
Mount Tolmie and stored upon Mr, 
Llnehiiin's i)roperty in InmUers, A pe- 
tition, signed by ii mimber of the own- 
ers in liiat locality, was recently pre- 
sented to the council, asking thai Mr, 
Liileliam's reiiuest be refused, ami, af- 
ter conslderalile discussion among 
them.selves, tile members of the com- 
mittee decidi'd to grant the reiiuesi of 
the ])etltloners. 

The reiiort of the streets, bridges 
and aewurs committee was adopted, us 
follows: 

Recommended that Mr. Joshla Bull's 
lease Of certain lands bordering on 
Elk Lofte, be renewed foi a fuithet- 
term of five years upon similar terms 
and conditions us those set out In for- 
mer lease gf said property. 

Recommended that the unaninnnis 
reciuest of tile properly owners on the 
south side of Cornnn-aut street, lie- 
tween IJouglas and lilaiicliard streets, 
tliat the cement sidewalk proposed 10 
be constructed on said street bo laid 
to a width of 10 feet Instead of 4 feet 
as jiroiiosed, be granted, 

lleconimeiuled that Mr. Lineham be 
Informed that the council cannot see 
their way lo grant his request for per- 
mission to run a spur on to his pro- 
perty, corner of View and Vancouver 
streets. 

Recommended that tho location of 
the auto stand in Broad street, south 
of Yates be changed to Broad street, 
north of Yates street, and that tho 
police bo Informed of such change. 

Ro application of R, Whitney for 
sewor extension through sub-division j 
2 and 3, Block 11, Recommeiided llml 
Mr- Whitney be Informed that as the 
street through which ho desires the 
sewer to be laid in Block H-4s .a pri- 
vate one, the council cannot undertake 
tho work :lI present. 

Recommended that the (Mty Kngln- 
eer be Instructed to remedy any .le- 
toclH in the block jiavemeiits on John- 
son street, from Wharf lo Douglas, and 
on Yates street, from Wharf to Cov- 
ernmcnl, also to repair any holes worn 
in tbe block iiavement on Yates street, 
east from Government, with asphalt, 
and tliat the cement 'sldowalks, where 
dofectlvu, on Y'ates street, south side, 
botween Government and Wharf street 
bo repaired. 

Rccomnicndcd that tho portion ot 
Government street, west side, south 
of Fort street, be gone over and exam- 
ined, and where any of the cnrbolln- 
oum-trcated blocks show signs of de- 
cay, tho same bo replaced.

The last estimates prepared by the 
Conservative g'ovcrnment of Canada 

called for an expenclituro. of .$3G,!>iy,l 12

The expenditure for the last llscal

In ad- 
dition to this there Is the amount 
voted for railway subsidies and the 
Quebec Bridge, which. If all l.s called 
for. will ainniiiit to sono' SItd.OOD.OOO 
it is iiroper to saj- that al)out $;iO,U()0.- 
000 of the estimated expenditures for 
the year are on account of the Xn- 
tlonal Transcontinental railway, and 
that on this, after a time the Grand 
Trunlc Pacific railway company will 
Iiay interest. It is also iinprohahle 
that any of the money voted for rail- 
way subsidies will be drawn this year, 
and of course the whole cost of the 
Quebec bridge cannot bo paid out dur- 
ing that period. Possibly many of the 
ordinary estimates, es])eeially those fm- 
public buildings will not all be called 
•for this year; but there is very little 
doubt that, exclusive of the expendi- 
ture upon the Transcontinental rail- 
way; the outlay "cSf tlfe Dominion' tor 
the year 1908-09 will be about SlOO,- 
000,000, or about two and a half times 
what it was twelve years ago, with all 
the enormous contingent expenditures 
above mentioned, and the contingent 
liabilities arising out of guarantees of 
railway bonds left- out of considera- 
tion. 

Tliree thinp;s the t'olrmi.^l has never 
done. It has not objected to liberal 
expenditures to meet the demands of 
the country; it has never denied that 
the exjian-sion of Canadian jirosperlty 
makes an enl.argcd outlay necessary; 
it has never said anything eali'ul.-itrd 
to depreciate tlie credit of tlie country. 
But there are some considerations tliat 
cannot be overlooked. One of them is 
that the revenue of the country is 
falling off at the time the expenditure 
is beliif? ahnornially inerea.sed.

There have hern several refereiu os 
in the iiress desputehes recentl,\ to the 
fact tliat some Canadian loans have 
not gone off quite as readily in Eng- 
land as could be wished. It is to be 
be noted in this connection that a 
good deal of lOiigllsh money has been 
asked fin- since the bi'glnning of the 
year. In addition to a stock Issue of

The list is not at all complete, and 
we have little doubt that if all tin 
loans, bonds and stock issues could he 
ascertained. It would be found that 
Canada's borrowings since the begin- 
ning of the .\ear would not fall very 
far short of .'SI jO, 000, 000. It is inter- 
esting to learn that the last mentl-Dned 
Issue In this list, which was put out 
by a purely industrial concern, was 
taken up wltli great r.'ijiidlt.v. The 
u'iiolc issue was .i: 22r),0(i0. liiil iill ex- 
cept .U 100,000 was taken up by one 
firm and hence was not placed on 
the market. The promjit manner in 
which this is.siie was taken up has 
very greatly encouragetl all persnns 
Interested in Canadian industries. Mr. 
William Mackenzie in a recent inter- 
view .said that Canadian Investments 
stand very well in England and tliat 
he beileved that ail recent Issues had 
lieiii iilaced with the public. 

While tiie money market Is ste.-idily 
growing easier, it is premature t i liok 
fur any material improvement in a 
(1. tailed way. The banks liave pliiit.\ 
of money, but the demands ajjon their 
resources are likely to be very large. 
From all indications the crop will be 
exceptionally great, and hence It is 
necessary for the banks to have an 
exceptional sum on hand so as to 
be |)ri])ared to handle it. There has 
been a greater proportionate increase 
In th ■ grain crop than in tiie am unit 
of money In circulation. We do not 
Inok for any oxp.msion of general com- 
[iiercial loans during the next feu 
months. There ought, one uuuld sup- 
pose, to Ije a free mo\ement of nioiio.v 
later ill the year, and the effect of this 
will be felt In all parts of the coun- 
try. .Meanwhile, in view of the very 
admirable manm-r in which the C,i- 
iiadlan Ijanli.s c.uTieil lin-ir customers 
over the period of depression, we feel 
that we may look forward with con- 
lldence to an easy money situation as 
soon as tlie i,ie\eineiit uf the erujis has 
got full.\- nniiei-v\,i;.-. 

A TIMELY LESSON. 

We spoke a few days ago of some of 
tlie lessons to be derived from the 
tercentenary celebration at Quebec, 
but by no means exhausted the .■^iib 
jeit. which is indeed one of the mo.-t 
tmiiortant that the people of Cauiidu 
can consider. It i.s timely to reflect 
that not simpl.N' greatness of terrilor.v, 
nor natural v.e.iltli m.ake a natinn; 
but a uniti'd people. L'ntil the penpl,. 
of the IJominion ar; truly one, \\c 
cannot hope to reai'h the full slalure 
of our potential nationhood. As ICn;;- 
land ol lod;i.\- is the result from the 
eompli'te union ol^ Sa.x:oii and Norman, 
so the Canada of the future wdl bo 
all the stronger the closer brcomo-ii 
the union between tln^ Freiuli and 
ISngllsli oleinent.s of the poiiiilatlon. 
We cpiole tlic^ following timely article 
from llie .Monlreal .Star; 

\V<' are a dual people. Two threads 
run through our hlslor.\-, and two 
streams from the best blood in Furoiie 
commingle ill the current of ouv na- 
tloiail life. Canada woiilil not be Can- 
adii as we know It if 11 had not been 
for this tissoclatioii. If we Imagine 
for a moment -llial the h^ngllsh race 
had founded Quidiec and settled along 
the .St. l,;iwri'nce, we cannot escape 
seeing what niii.'n have been the re- 
sult when the trouble's with the I'lng- 
llsh sottlenionts to the south br..ke 
out In 1770 odd. The lOngllsli colmiy 
of Qiiehee would liave Ixmui at least 
as Llo.sely linked witli the Rngllsh 
colony of Ma'SHachusetts as was the 



English colony of Virginia; and tlio 
Aiii(;rlcan Uevolutlon would almost In- 
evitably have swept from the St. Law- 
rence to the Savannah. Brltisli do- 
minion in Xoi'th America would have 
been wiped out at a blow. 

The story of tho resolute itianner m 
wliich the French-Canadlaiis wlth- 
.stood tiic toinptatldns ofCorod them by 
tlie Revolutionists and • helped light 
back their armed attacks In 1812, us 
well as during the Revolutionary 
War, has often been told. They saved 
Cnnada to the, British Crown. "No 
iiigher tribute to tho justice and com- 
mon sense of tlic British Colonial 
poUcv \v:is ever 'paid. 'It proved to a 
demonstration that fair play and 
kindness pay. But this was by no 
moans their only contribution to the 
making of tho Canadian nation. Tlu ir 
relations with the Indians iiave stood 
us in good steud from first to last 
and made the" Indian problem a far 
simpler proposlllo^i for our govern- 
iiieiit than for that of the Uniied 
States. Their racial Whoritance from 
the civilization of Old Franco is today 
one. of the most promising qualities 
possessed by th.- Caiuidiaii people; 
anil tludr steadfast piety, their enjoy- 
ment of life, tlndr artistic and me- 
chanical skill, tlieir supreme "bmi- 
luimio" are gifts to the nation which 
11 could not well do without. 

Tlio fate of any nation rests in the 
liniids of the people ulio compnse it; 
and, as we luive said on many an oc- 
casion, the man who fails to see that 
th.' future of Caiiaila as a liritish 
c'olony can only 1"' .seeureil by the 
(dosest union between the two origi- 
ii.-U stixdis has imt Ineked closely into 
the subject. I'ni.ui \silh us is more 
than strength. It is the sole guar- 
anti'c of slabilily, and peiina iieiu'e.

,is well as British in m igin. \\ e 
honor P'rench as well as I'higlisb 
names, .and give te the men frmii the 
courts of l'"riiiice and Henri (.Juatrc 
and the great Lni.is th.' overwhelm- 
ing predominance lliey so hardil.\- 
earned. We iimst establish a llrm re- 
cognition of the fact that the two 
races are at liorne in Canada; and 
Ihiit each has guarante.'il to It the 
preservation nf its i.'ust<nns, its laii- 
giuige, its privileges and its religious 
preferences. Then bulb races will 
feel an c(iual interest in defending the 
"status i|Uo" and lighting for tlio 
liolitical institutions under which Its 
liljerties have been so entirely secure. 
If these two races stand together, 
linked by ideals tmd aims consistent 
with Canada's ]iresent political status, 
the danger from the liordes of un- 
thinking if not undesirable Immi- 
grants at once becomes minimized. If 
the French and Kiiglish ri'inain united 
in a common sentiment of loyalty and 
patriotism, wo need not be afraid to 
loidi into the future.

NOTE AND COMMENT 



We bbserVo from the report of a 

London corrosiiondont, which hi\a just 
come to hiiiul, th;it lUirinpr lUo pi-o- 
gress of the Olynipiuii loiunament a 
tveli-deserved rebuke was admlnlstorcd 
to ctrtaln athletes from the United 
States who wanted to run things llioir 
Dwn way. 'Mv. Flsh'jr, secretary oC 
the Amateur Atliletic assoelatinn of 
iSngland, answering the objections of 
iTames Sullivan, president of the 
A.inoricnn Amateur Athletic Aasocia- 
■ tlon, that the rvilos and dictum of 
Jjnsland sre 20 years heliind tlie linie.s 
in athletics, said: 

"Kngland was tlio pioneer in mod- 
ern athletics. Our rules have kucccsm- 
fuUy served their ijurpose a great 
deal longer than twenty years and 
there Is no necessity for altering them. 
1'lie rcproscntatlve.s of the United 
States seem to forget they iin: not the 
pniy competitors in the games. If we 
altered the. rules for thorn wo would 
)iiave to db the same for any other 
country's 'athletes who thought their 
}nethods better than ours. Wo stretch- 
ed a point to meet the American wishes 
in transferring a competitor to an- 
other heat, and have also promised if 
the day Is wet enough to allow a mat- 
tress for the high Jumpers." 

Fast on the heels of the tidings; that 
ithe tail hat is doomed to extinction, 

Comes the dread announcement that 
the waltz is In danger. .•\ Herlln cor- 
reapondenl. writing under date of 
July 20, says: 

The First International Dance Con- 
gress opened here today witli delegates 
from -seventeen countries present. One 
iof the most ini|)ortant objects of tlie 
congress Is to i)rev<'nt the disappoar- 
(ince of the wait/., wliich it Is declared 
is threatened with extinction. The rep- 
resentatives of a dozen nations had 
prepared evidence of this, and pledged 
tlieniseivos to attempt to save wliat 
they contend Is the most beautiful of 
all dances. 

"While the Old Ago Pensions Bill has 
passed the Lords, .several distinguish - 
td members of the Upper Chamber 
denounced It In such terms as to Indi- 
cate that the measure will not prove 
the success which the Asqutth gov- 
ernment, anticipates. A London cor- 
respondent, cabling under date of July 
20, says: 

Lord Rosebery declared that the bill 
'iwas Socialism pure and simple, and 
exomplified the growing desire to 
transfer responsibility from tlic Indi- 
vidual to tho State. It would malto 
converts to ])rotection. Ho warned the 
Government to consider liow far such 
experiments could bo carried without 
endangering the national defence. The 
estimate of the costs of pensions has 
already advanced from $30,000,000 to 
540,000,000. Everybody knew it would 
not stop at $50,000,000 or $100,000,000. 
Be' cited the American war pen.slons as 
BhtfWing what such pensions might be- 
come. "I am beginning to think," said 
!Lord Rosebery, gravely, "that this Em- 
pire may at last bo destined to be 
wrecked by its finance, this measure 
alone dealing a blow to tho Empire 
pnd encuDiljJtiring itp finance to. a do- 
gree of ■ <\-hlch' no 'man living 'c<<n see 
the limit." Lord Cromer . also - con- 
demned the bill on tho ground that it 
would imperil free trade and cripple 
tho nation's resources. 

Ovir friends to the south of the line 
are ' ridtorlousiy 'adventurous in the 
Weld of enterprise, and In characteris- 
tic fashion they have taken hold of tho 
alrsiiip and purpose turning It to some 
practical use. A special di.spatch from 
Boston to tho Montreal Star reads as 
■follows: 

Passengers between New York and 
Boston win, within eighteen months, 
•be travelling In airships operated by 
the American Aerial Navigation Com- 
pany, according to the announcement 
by Charles J. Glldden, the autornoblUst, 
yvho has recently become an entliua- 
iastlc balloonist. Glidden says tho 
company, permission to incorporate 
Which Wiis granted today by the Cor- 
poration Commissioner, will use either 
<ilrigiblG liuUoons or aeroplane's. Us 
purpose will \it' to manufacture and 
operato aerial di'Vices and to estalilish 
aerial routes for transportation of 
frelglit and passengers in the l^nilcd 
States, C:anada and Jilexicn. AVith re- 
lay stations at Springfield and Nov/ 
ITaven, trips between New Yorlc and 
Boston can be made most of the year 
within seven or eight hours. Glidden 
plans tff experiment at first wiili 
email balbma capable of carrying 'nio 
or two passengers besides the operator. 
Stations will be established close to 
Breet car lines on the outskirts of 
cities. 

That (the balloon will not be as Im- 
portant a factor in warfare as was an- 
ticipated was demonstrated liy a test 
made, recently in Germany. We <iuute 
a Berlin dispatch, dated July 19: 

During a session of niglit practice 
liy a machine ;;un corps of the army, 
near Au;;sl)urK. la.st night, tlie gunners 
■were orclereil Id train on a. target bal- 
loon wliicli had Ijeen si'iit up during 
the (lay. an<l was rloalliiK far above 
arui ti) the left of theii- poitit of en- 
campment. The balloon was brought 
<iown at tho first volley. The test 
■was made for the purpose of ascertttln- 
Ing what chance an army would hav(> 
of opposing a hostile balloon corp.« 
which catno near enough to their camp 
to drop explosives into their workM. 

1'he hellicose section of tho Qerroan 
jnibllc, Including the fire-eaters of tho 
army, have been rather tal;en aback by 
a bulletin issued by the general staff 
<in tho authority of General lilumc, as 
to the probable cost of a modern Euro- 
peiui war. A Berlin correspondent 
writes: 

Germany, it is affirmed, would be 
nl)lii to put ■1,750,000 troops in lh(> field. 
A war louirht against iinotlior ICtiro- 
jxan power would cost Germany 
SI, uUO, 000,000 per year as long ns it 
lasted, 'i'he Indlroot loss through fi- 
nancial depression and the paralysis of 
Industry would be far greater. If 
ithrce, four, or more, European pow- 
ers are Involved, which would be like- 
ly in view of e*lflting alliances, the 
<lrnln on tho resources of Europe 
would be appalling. Incidentally, Gi'n. 
Bluine expresses the opinion that the 
loss of life would lie heavier tliau In 
tlic: recent P.u;-so-,rapane.se war, ■when 
i;0 per cent of the .lapanese armies in 
tile field were killed or wounded. Rec- 
koning in tlie same proportion, a 
Europnan power would In.se approxi- 
nuvtely 00,000 killed and wounded dur- 
ing tlie same length of time, and Gen. 
Blume believes tlie jiroportlou would 
bo much higher. He declares It would 
bo a vorltablo orgy jat blood.

BRITISH OPINION 




Blr. .1. O. Fagan, In the July "Atlan- 
tic Monthly," malces some Interesting 
comparisons betwi'cn Hrltisli and 
American railroads. lie shows that in 
the year 1906 a total of 1,200,000,000 
passengers were carried on "British 
railways on 27,000 miles of track, 
against 800,000,000 passengers carried 
on American railways on a mileage of 
B00,000. As regards accidents, tho same 
Writer says that If we take the year 
1906 we find that there were 18,455 col- 
lisions and derailments in the United 
States, and only 239 in Great Britain. 
In tlio same year. 1-16 passengers were 
killed and G,000 injured in the ITnited 
States, against BS passengers lulled 
and 031 injured In Great Britain. The 
number of employes killed and Injured 
in train accidents was respectively 
and 110 in Great Britain, against 
870 and 7,483 in the United States, 

The exhibition of gold nuggets 
should prove a most attractive feature 
of .the forthcoming World's Mining Ex- 
hibition at Olympla. It is a pity that 
some of the greatest nuggets ever dis- 
covered are no longer available^' for 
this purpose. The •'Welcomeirrniuggot, 
discovered at Ballarat In ISBS/'WdS ex- 
hibited for some months in Mel- 
bourne before It was sent to London 
to be melted. It weighed 2,217 nz. 
IRdwt, and sold for £10,500. Tho 
"Blanche Barkley" nugget of 1,74,'J ozs. 
value ,■£7.000, which was unearthed by 
a party of four at Kingower at a dcptii 
of thirteen feet, .attracted tens nt 
tliousands of visitors to the Crystal 
Palace in the late fifties, and is said 
to have paid its owners £50 a week. 
The "Oliver Martin" nugget, which was 
discovered by a miner named Martin 
, while digging the grave of a comrade, 
was sold for £5.500 after it had earn- 
ed an almost equal amount from ex- 
hibition In various parts of the coun- 
try. Another famous exhibit was the 
"\Velcome Stranger," found by two 
puddlers In a cart-rut— a nugget which 
weighed 2,268 ozs., and contained gold 
of tho value of £9,600. 

Mr. John Sinclair, Secretary for 
Scotland, member for I'^arfarsh ire, and 
Privy Councillor, Became eigh(-and- 
forty this week. He used to he In tlie 
5th Lancers, but gave up siddiering for 
politics some years ago. He has done 
(says tlie Standard) much good work 
in the t'Dunty Council and at Toynbee 
Hall, and was tlie original founder of 
the London Playing Fields Associa- 
tion, of which Sir Edward C'handos 
Leigh was first president. Captain 
Sinclair began his political life as A. 
D.C. to Earl of Aberdeen when Lord 
Lieutenant of Ireland, and In due 
course (just four years ago next week) 
he married l^ord Aberdeen's daughter. 
Lady ,\laj(U'ie (lordon. whom he bad 
known from childliood. lie comes of 
the Slnclairs of Dunlieath. and is 
gran(ls(ni of tb<' eight baronet, son of 
a captain of the l{eng:il army, anil 
nephew of an imcle who fell .at JJiansi. 



Tho Dally Mall says: "In the House 
of (Joinmons Mr. Asciuith stated tliat 
the rej)(u-t of tlie Hops Coniiiiittee 
would need very careful consideration 
liefori! action was taken upon It. This 
may bo a delicate method of intimat- 
ing that the Government does not pro- 
pose to take uny action at all, and that 
1^ will do nothing to carry out the mild 
recommendations of the Gprnmlttee. 
The contra.st between the.- Govern- 
ment's attitude to the great Industry 
of Kent and its attitude towards the 
Irish tobacco industry Is remarkable.

In the past. But what Is sauce for the 
Irish goose should also be sauce for 
the English gamhn-. 

The news tliat cavalry and infantry 
have to be brought from Mhnw and 
■Poena to Bombay to cope with am- 
disturbances that may attend the trial 
of tho agitator Tllak indicates (says 
tile Dally Express) the grave character 
of the situation In the Western presi- 
dency. Tllak is of course a pojuilar 
hero, his previous sentence having 
exalted him In the eyes of the un- 
thinking many to the level of a inar- 
t\r. lli> was sti'<uigiy supporti'il hv 
the extremists as a candidate for the 
presidency of Ihi' last liullan i\ation;il 
Congress, and his delVat \v;is at that 
time regarded as a triumph liu' the 
moderate I'l.forin [jarty. 'I'herc is no 
(luestlon ;is to the character of his 
views. He iias exjiressed thrin for- 
cibly, fiercely and continuously. Wlie- 
ther he has or lias not overstepped tlie 
limits fixed by the law once again is 
now to be decided. It Is a significant 
develoi)mont that troops should l ave 
to be drafted from the military cen- 
tres to secuie that he shall have a fair 
trial from the point of view of tlie 
King 10mi)eror. This movement Indi- 
cates the .s<>riou.^ness with which tlie 
Bombay government regards tlie pos- 
sible outcome of the proceedings, and 
it will in a measure Intensify the per- 
sonal impcu'tanee of the accused. The 
last result Is one that Is in any case 
to be much regretted, but the Mnra- 
thas are not a peaceful and timid race 
like the Bengalis, and agitation among 
them is apt to produce unpleasant ef- 
fects and disastrous consequoncos. 

Tlie Standard says: — Since the suli- 
stance of Jlr. As(|uith's statement yes- 
terday in the Houso of (.loniiuons liad 
for several weeks i)ast been ti subject 
of common talk in the lobby, Mr. Bal- 
four's protest against the arrangements 
for the Session was to some, extent 
discounted. Ministers, It should bo 
confessed, are equally skilful In guard- 
ing information which they wish to 
hold back and in unnfficlally divulging 
matter which they tliink will b<' bet- 
ter for a little airing. The Immediate 
effect of the Prime .Minister's propo- 
sals, carried of course by a large ma- 
jority, is that during tlie next three 
weeks, including Saturday. August isl, 
the House of Commons will lie worked 
at full pressure and engaged exclu- 
sively on no\'i'rnnieiit business. Tli,on 
.'there will bo an adjournment to Ocjto- 
ber 12, from which date Parllaniont 
win' bo kept sitting until tho Cnbinet 
has got through what It regards as 
the essential part of Its programme. 
Against this timetable we have nothing 
to say, since the disposition of lime 
concerns nobody but legislators them- 
selves, the officials of the two Houses, 
and persons employed on newspapers. 
In the present House of Commons 
there is a large number of worthy per- 
sons who have n(^ver In their lives 
been so important as th<'y now be- 
lie\-e themselves to be, and who are 
well advised to make the most of their 
position, since at the next election 
they -ivlll lie remitted to their appro- 
priate i.bscurily. .Meanwhile It may 
amusi' them to complain of the lax 
upon their energies. They Will get no 
sympathy,, ■for It Is obvious that they 
enjoy their responsibility — not even 
shrinking from ceremonial tasks such 
as attendance nt Royal garden parties. 
Incidentally, loo, they are learning the 
routine of Parliamentary business, and 
liegliining to see that the legislative 
capacity of a session is by no means 
unlimited.

Mr. John Wellor, who was a native 
of Weiabaden, Germany, came out to 
America in 1847, landing and remain- 
ing for a compamtlvely short period 
in the city of New York, but In isiu 
the discoveries of gold in California 
astonlslicd and interested the entire 
world, and in 1860 lie came out to the 
Golden State by way of the Isthmus of 
I'anania, being practically, although 
not precisely, a Forty-Nlner. But the 
region, in which he had settled, be- 
came so infested with a band of cut- 
throats and robbers, headed by the 
notorious and infamous Mexican 
bandit Joaquin Marietta, and robberies 
and murders became so freciuent that 
Jie again felt compelled to change his 
quarters, and being also attracted in 
this direction by the stirring news 
from Cariboo, In 1861, ho came up to 
this city, where it was fated that he 
should spend both pleasantly and pro- 
fltably the balance of his useful life. 
His children were then quite young, 
George being about ■six, Charles abi iii 
four and Utto about two; and wln-n 
lie learned of the very serious difll- 
culties Which had to be overcome in 
order to reach the brilliant huven of 
the goldseoUer of the day — Cariboo — 
In packing tools and supplies over 
llie mountains, etc., etc., the lure 
which had aided In bringing him scj 
far, lost so much of its glitter that 
he concluded, and very wisely, to re- 
main in the coming capital of this 
great province, where In 1802 he went 
Into tho furniture and upholstering 
business with Mr. Stemler, under tho 
llrm name of Stemler and Weiler. And 
ever since Its establishment this busi- 
ness and steadily grown and prosper- 
ed, until it hai3 attained to its existing 
very large proportions. 

In due time Mr. ■Weiler bought out 
his partner, and In regular succession 
us the boys, George and Charles and 
Otto, left school he associated them 
with him in tho business; but about 
fifteen years ago he dctlnltcly retired 
from tho firm, whose aiTalrs had oven 
then tor some years been in the cap- 
able hands of Ills three sons, and na- 
tural successors; while nine years ago 
his death occurred at the advanced ago 
of seyenty-flve years. 

Tho firm's beginnings wore of course 
modest, tho shop being opened on 
Government street, where Messrs. 
Finch & Pinch are now estabtlslicd, 
afterwards moving a short ' distance 
below, where the jovvelory store of 
Messrs. Challoner & 'Mitchell are at 
the present time situated.

Captured by Two Residents 
Near Elk Lake W'ill Face 
Charge Today 



Charles White, a native of Idaho, 
who admits that ho is tho highwayman 
who has terrorized the district for 
tho Inst few days, was captured on 
Sunday evening without a struggle by 
Joseph Evans, a laborer living near 
Elk Lake and W. Cadman, a farmer of 
tho same district. White, who is but 
2D years of ago, ha.s confes-sed to the 
provincial police that he held up 
Georgo Barraclough on Thursday 
evening last on Admiral's road, .John 
Pearce and James McKenzie on Friday 
evening on the Metchosin road, and on 
Saturday afternon, John S. Reld on 
t)io West Saanioh road. It was owing 
to the ■ description of the desperado 
given Superintendent Hussey on Sun- 
day afternoon by the last-named that 
the provincial police were able to warn 
the residents of the outlying districts 
ot the man's appearance. This led to 
his recognition by Mr. Evans who used 
great presence of mind In effecting tho 
capture. 

Convinced that tho man who ap- 
proached his door about 7 o'clock on 
Sunday evening nnd asked for food, 
was the inueli wanted hnld-up man, 
he told iiini tiiat Ik- t-ould obtain some- 
thing ;it ills neighbor's, ('adman's. 1 U- 
then followed White to the farmhoiisi-, 
a (|iiarter of ;i nilh- away and tellln.g 
i;adnian of Ills susplchnis, tln-y planned 
t') detain the stranger. 

The v. & S. train, four hours late, 
bound-in to Victoria, happened to pas.s 
while W'nite was eating tin- lunch pro- 
vided for him. .Mr. (Madman recpiestod 
tlio conductor to notify the police nnd 
then slipped a revolver Into Evan's 
pocket. When White had flnlhsed his 
lunch and rose to go, he encountered 
the revolver held within an inch of 
his nose by Mr. Evans. 

"Are you goinflr to rob me?" he ask- 
ed in terror. 

"Oh no. We'll Just hold you until 
the police arrive," replied his captor. 
With that White, rpallxlng that tho 
game W'ns up, admitted that ho had 
comnilttod a crime, not naming it, that 
day, and also that ho had been quilty 
of the holdups of the days previous. 

Provincial Constable Conway of 
Esiiulmalt district, and P. C. Fry, of 
tho city force, who for tl.e two days 
Iirevlous had scoured the country with- 
out cessation In search of the des- 
perado, received tlie message from the 
conductor at the Koya' Oak and in a 
short time wore 'upon the scene. White 
was then conveyed to the city .-md lock- 
ed up at tho provincial police station. 

Though admitting the holdup of Reld 
on Saturda^', ho was disposed to deny 
tho two iircvious one.s when' taken over 
by the police. Ho stated that ho had 
boon living oh Broughton street. When 
Sergeant Murray asked him to como 
along and show him tho place, ho 
liroko down and admitted that this was 
not true. He then dft\ed that ho hafi 
been sleeping in tho. Open since. Mis ai*- 
rlval hero^ ,qn the. Princess 'yictorla on 
Wcd]t)eada^.^ last, and had committed 
the three- holdups. He wotild hot havs 
molested Barraclough on Thursday 
had ho noticed that he was accom- 
panied- by a .clilld, but he did not see 
tho girl uhtU lie had "balled-lilm up." 
Ho was too sick to do manual labor 
and this was the only way in which 
lir^ could secure money. He just wanted 
ijnough to purchase a number of dust- 
p.-ins which he purposed peddling in 
Seattle. 

Ho confessed that White was not 
his correct name. He did not wish 
to reveal tho latter for his parent'.s 
sakc. Ho was a native ot Idaho and 
this was his llrst offence. 

White, as ho calls himself, is but 25 
years of age, about middle height and 
slim in appearance. His face is pallid 
and emuclated and when captured was 
covered by a week's growth of black 
beard. He looked anything but a des- 
perado. He told the superintendent 
that he had only been holding up peo- 
ple because he was too sick to work. 
Tho Last Holdup 
The last holdup was committed Sat- 
urday morning. Aliout 10 o'clock John 
S. Held, a resident ot the lake district, 
-i coming Into town along the West 
Saanlch road. As he reached a point 
about 100 yards north of Steven's 
Ilot(^l, a man w-hose face was some- 
what concealed by a slouch hat, step- 
ped out from belilnd a clump of rose 
bushes. 

Running out to tho centre of tho 
oad, tho stranger seized the horse's 
bridle, and presenting a revolver at 
tho driver's head, said: 

"Give me your money, you son of 
a b " 

Mr Rold returned that he had no 
money. With that the highwayman ran 
up to tho cart and presenting the re- 
volver within eighteen inches of Reid's 
head told him to turn out his pockets. 
The latter counted four bullets in the 
oylindera of the revolver and com- 

Obtatning about J3.50 from his vic- 
tim, he tdld him to hand over his 
watch. It was a gold watch, and a 
good watch, and Mr. Held delayed, and 
before he could enforce his cimimand 
another rig was seen approaching and 
he took to the woods. The rig con 
talned a lady and a little boy. 

Mr. Reid nolllled the police and on 
Kiindav afternoon in- gave a coiniileto 
description of the highwayman to Chief 
Iluss(!y to which the capture of the 
inlKCreant was larg('ly diu!, Ye.derday 
at noon he Identllied Ibe prisoner al- 
tiiough dressed in other clothes ;ind In 
tlie company ot eleven others. 

The reword ot $250 will probably be 
divided between Messrs. Evans and 
Cadman, 

.Much credit Is due Constables Con- 
way and Fry for their unceasing et- 
fort-s In pursuit of the robber as It 
was due to the descriptions which they 
gave Mr. ICvans thai the latter Was 
ablu to effect tho capture.

Delegates will bo present from 
nia'nv nations and all the arrangements 
have been made by the Internatii.nal 
I'eace Bureau at Berne. (a.f)e of the 
llrst acts of the congress will be to 
present an address lo King Kdwanl, 
j)rosunTably III his character of the 
t'cucemakcr, 

lias the world in the se\cnlecn years 
since the llrst of these conferences 
was held made iniu'b pro),'ress towards 
tne era of uiih'ersal jieace? Many 
disputes that would In the past have 
caused war are now setLb'd by arbitra- 
tion. Hut while luitions lliid it nece.'s- 
sarv to maintain great armies and 
wliile .■acb vies with the other in 
building powerful navies It Is hard to 
belicv.' ihat the days are app.roaclnng 
"whun the nations will not learn war 
any more." 

In the Franco-British Exhibition and 
hi the celebration of the Tercentenary 
at Quebec, there Is evidence ih.it pre- 
judices and hatred which seemed in- 
grained In the natures of the nations 
of (Ireat Hrltain and l'"rance liaxc 
|.;ivcn wa\- to feelin^,'s of friemlsbli>. I >n 
11,,. other haml tlici-e are many signs^ 
that there is ^;rowiiig up between the 
kindred nalions of l'hi^;laiid and <ier- 
manv a hatred as liitter as llial which 
at the beRlImin^,' of Ihe century existed 
between I'hiKland and l-'rance. 

It is cDiitendeil li.\- many that the 
terrible t'o'st of war will deter the na- 
tions from engaging in It. But when 
the spirit of hatred takes possession 
of men or of nations the fear of con- 
sequences seldom prevents a conflict. 
It Is to be hoped that the d<>llberotloiis 
of the peace delegates wHI do some- 
thing towards creating among the 
peoples of the world that spirit which 
will make war, with all Us horrors, 
Impossible. 

It is often said th.at the man who 
has oiu'e come west is nevei- content 
to return to bis old home. It Is cur- 
ious to think that this has been the 
case slnc(> the earliest settlemeiil of 
Anurica This is shown by what we 
know of Champlain. France offered 
him a life of ease and honor. In the 
new world he endured hard.slilp tind 
suffered privation. Yet return as of- 
ten as he might to that beautiful land 
of his birth, he still obeyed the call of 
the western wilderness. In youth and 
vigor he explored her rivers and lald s 
and In his old age he si'ttled himself 
111 his ruined liabit;ition on the heights 
of Qiudjec. Kver~slnce the same thing 
has been going on. -Men have come 
and made their honies in the west and 
north, not counting their li\es and 
what was often more v.aluablc than 
life itself, dear so long as they could 
make for themselves and Tor future 
generations, a home, In tjic new land 
upon which thoy. had entered.^ Canada 
owes much to these nqblo, simple, but 
brave men. 

* • • 

The question of a pure milk supply 
i.s agitating the people of the cities of 
eastern Canada. In .Mnntre.il the 
death rate among little chlbheii lias 
reached the alarming llgiire of one 
hundred and twenty a week. A very 
large proportion of these deaths is at- 
tribuled to milk that is unlit for food 
for the little ones. A Pure .Milk League 
has lieeii formed and the newsi>:ipers 
are calling upon the City ('ouiicil and 
tlio Covernmenl to co-ojierate In order 
Ihat the evils of ailiiltei-alion ami iin- 
cleanliness shall In future be iirevent- 
ed. When we think of the sreat grief 
caused Uy this ;j;reat death rate we 
cannot help a feeling of great sym- 
patliy for the poor mothers whose little 
ones have conic to such an untimely 
end. 

llow thankful we should be t>iat In 
our own city, we are' free from ,sucb a 
.source iJf daiiger to' the little children 
as a contaminated nillU .supply. It 
says much for the honesty and care- 
l'ulne.ss of the farmers in the iicIkIi- 
borhood of this city lli.ai the rate of 
infant mortality In N'ictoria i.-i so 
small. .Slid it is necessars' that the ut- 
most care shall be e.xi'rcised to keep 
the dairy farms in a whulesome con- 
dition, in this case, as In most others, 
prevention Is far more easy than cure. 

While there is nuicli that Is valu- 
able and admirable in the celebrations 
now Koing on at Quidiec, ('aiuidlans 
as a whole cannot but feel that it Is 
\ er\ far from being representative of 
Canadian history. The gallant French 
men and the brave English soldiers 
who are represented there played an 
imimrtant part In the fr)uiidatloii of 
Canada. lint the building was done 
by a very different typi'of men. I'bam- 
l)lain, Indei'd, wa,s a worthy repi-escii- 
latlce of the whole nation. Soldier, 
explorer pioneer, and, to some extent, 
trailer, there is hut little of the work 
wliich lias I'veii yei lieeii doll,- In this 
couiur.N- to which he illd mx I;iy bis 
hand. lint the men t > whom this 
ciiuntr\- owes iiiosl .arc those whose 
|,lace i's not in a grand pageant. Tln'V 
are not ijictureHi|ue figures. 

The men and woinen who changed 
the rugf;eil forest liito smiling home- 
sleads are not llgures which would 
call forth the eiitliusla.sm of the crowds 
of slghtiseers that throng the streets 
of Quebec. Yet there was- as much 
(inlet heroism among- those who 'a 
liuiidred or more years ago crossed the 
ocean and laid the foundations of the 
prosiierlly of Ontario and the Atlantic 
provinces'. Today oiu' sees nn the 
homesteads of the northwest, or in the 
Isolated districts of our own province 
the same cheerful patience, the same 
resourcefulness, .-intl Ihe sain(< Imhis- 
try. Whatever of greatness Canada 
may, In the future, rein;li, will be ow- 
ing In a great degree to the men who 
till her fields. , , , 

Hut it Is the work of the novelist ra- 
ther tban of the master Of pageants 
to preserve and rei)r.sent the beauty 
and the poetry of the Uvea that were 
hidden In many a settlors cabin. The 
man or woman who worthily performs 
this task will deserve well of the Can- 
adian peopU", The historian McMiil- 
len htul a glimpse '>f the life of the 
past time when he wrot.-':

AGED CHINESE MURDERED 



Vegetable Gardener Brutally Done to 
Death in South Vancouver— Fel- • 
low Countryman Suspeeted 



Vancouver, B.C., July 27. — An aged 
Chinese vegetable gardmier, who went 
by name of Jim, was found murdered 
late this afternoon at South Vancou- 
ver. Ho had been killed by a blow 
from an axe, and his lioad was almoat 
hacked off by repeated blows. He had 
a fight yesterday with ' another Chi- 
nese, whose name is unknown, but 
whom tile police believe killed him.
